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Medical Care for the American People

AN has three problems which demand immediate solution. He must 
MM have food, clothing, and shelter. A fourth problem, comparable to 
these three, is the maintenance of health. In 1926, fourteen men 
met in Washington to discuss this fourth concern of mankind. These men 
called a conference on May.17, 1927, and at that meeting the Committee on 
the Costs of Medical Care was created. The Committee is composed of forty- 
eight leading physicians, dentists, nurses, public health officers, social scien- 
tists, and representatives of the public. Ray Lyman Wilbur, President of 
Stanford University and former President of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, is chairman. An executive committee, under the chairmanship of 
C.-E. A. Winslow, Professor of Public Health at Yale University, has carried 
the detailed responsibility for the Committee’s work. Funds were obtained 
from ten large foundations. A full-time staff has carried on the research 
work. Harry H. Moore, one of the small group originally interested in this 
problem, is director of study. 

In its first publication, The five year program of the Committee on the 
costs of medical care, the Committee outlined a series of seventeen research 
projects, later increased to twenty-six. The extent of illness and of physical 
and mental defects prevailing in the United States, and A survey of statistical 
data on medical facilities in the United States, the first of these studies to be 
completed, were compilations of existing data from which the Committee 
deduced that in spite of an army of over 1,000,000 health workers, there was 
an appalling amount of preventable sickness and premature death. Scientific 
medical care obviously was available for the well-to-do; and, in large cities, 
it was available for the indigent through the generous charity of hospitals 
and the medical professions. - But for that great majority of the people in the 
middle class an unexpected operation—and most operations fall into that 
class—or a case of chronic invalidity was a calamity. Devotees of family 
budgeting could not solve this problem. The first payment for an electric 
refrigerator or an automobile can be saved in advance, and subsequent 
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payments made on anticipated dates. But for medical expenses no such 
regular payments are possible. 

This irregularity of the cost and incidence of illness was clearly established 
by the Committee’s study of The incidence of illness and the receipt and costs 
of medical care among representative families. This report covers 9,000 
families in over 125 communities in the United States. When the medical 
care received by these people was compared with the amount of service needed, 
as defined in The fundamentals of good medical care, it was found that, even 
in the high-income groups, under-treatment was the rule. Among families 
whose income falls below $2,0o00—and even in 1928 about one-half the fami- 
lies were in this class—the lack of medical care would be shocking were it 
not so familiar. 

The problem of providing satisfactory medical service differs widely 
from community to community. Studies of urban centers, such as Philadel- 
phia and Detroit, and rural sections, such as Shelby county, Indiana, San 
Joaquin county, California, Toombs county, Georgia, Lee county, Mississippi, 
and the State of Vermont, have given the Committee understanding of the 
problems in wealthy and in poor communities. The general reader will 
especially enjoy the chapter in the San Joaquin report on “The New Country 
Doctor” which presents the busy day of a vivid personality. As a contrast, 
however, he should read of the real distress in the Southern counties. 

It is clear, from the Committee’s studies, that the people, as a whole, are 
not receiving the amount of care they need. Nor are the patients the only 
sufferers, for many practitioners receive inadequate compensation for their 
arduous responsibilities. The incomes of physicians in the United States, 
for example, disclosed that, although the average net income for all physicians 
in 1929 was $5,300, one-third of them had net incomes of less than $2,500. 

Aware of experiments being tried in the organization of medicine, the 
Committee studied coordinated medical services in large and small industries, 
in universities, and at an army post. From these studies it concluded that 
complete medical service of good quality could be furnished for $20 to $40 
per capita per year. That many families, however, could not meet these 
charges, even on an installment basis, was shown in The ability to pay for 
medical care. 

With this mass of data before it, the Committee on November 29th pre- 
sented its final report, Medical care for the American people. In it the Com- 
mittee recommends: 1. Group organization of medical services; 2. 
Strengthening of public health services ; 3. Group payment for medical service 
through insurance or taxation; 4. Coordination of all medical services; 5. 
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Basic educational improvements for all medical practitioners.

medicine and to save the lives of the thousands of people who are sick and 
dying daily in this country because the knowledge and facilities that we 


possess are inadequately applied.
